A SLANT ON ‘COMIC BOOKS’ 


. the quote is because 


A new slant on ‘comic books” . . 
some of them are about as comical as a life sentence . 
was given this week when Dr. Lawrence Thomas of the Stan- 
ford department of education addressed the Las Lomitas Par- 
ent-Teacher association. 

Dr. Thomas didn’t disregard the problem created by those 
publications that clearly are not proper for child readers, 
neither did he get particularly worked up over it, judging from 
the report on the meeting. His view was that reading of com- 
ic books in general, like any other indulgence, be kept within 
reason. Too much is bad, he indicated, when he said: 

“General reading and scholarship begins to decline when 
a child reads more than six comic books a week.” 

He told of a survey of children from first grade through 
high schooi that showed they generally do not prefer harmful 
topics and choose animal and adventure stories rather than 
those dealing with crime or fantasy. He added: 

“There is no evidence that the preferred selections do 
them any good, but there is none to show that they do any 
particular harm.” 

That present-day parents have no new problem on their 
hands was pointed up when Dr. Thomas remarked: 

“Comic books for the normal child have about the same 
effect that dime novels had on our grandparents.” 

In summation, the speaker brought out two points we be- 
lieve provide considerable guidance: 

1. That parents try to adapt some of the appeal of the more 
pleasant books to the reading that children should have. 

2. That official censorship would bring ‘bootleg comics”’ 
and cause children to read undesirable ones strictly because of 
curiosity. 

As to point No. 2, a move for at least quasi-censorship 
reached national proportions a little more than a year ago. 
Little has been heard of it since, apparently since it was found 
voluntary control on the home front is more workable. 

It shouldn‘t be any more difficult for parents of this day 
to oversee a child’s reading than it was for those of grandma's 
day to keep Horatio Alger’s stories and dime thrillers out of 
the hands of the youngsters. 


YOU SHOULD'VE BEEN THERE 


To the residents who missed the demonstration staged by 
officers and men of the Menlo Park fire district at headquart- 
ers Station last Friday night we'll just say ‘You should’ve been 
there, don’t miss it next year.”’ 

The goodly crowd that did attend must have come away 
with a pretty good understanding of the meaning of fire pre- 
vention, a term that can be accepted only too casually. Besides 
being given some entertainment and thrills with spectacular 
rope, ladder and net work at the drill tower, they got an insight 
of what goes into a fireman’s training. 

Back of all the training, physical and mental, that qualifies 
a man for fire combat, there is a great deal of unspectacular, 
behind the scenes investigative work that comes under the 
heading of prevention. An ordinary inspection at a commerc- 
ial building, a followup on a report of unlawful burning, a 
routine order to clear a yard of weeds and trash easily can 
mean the difference between saving and losing lives, prevent- 
ing or incurring property damage. 

Throughout the demonstration, Chief Thomas Cuff inter- 
jected the message of Fire Prevention week which the program 
climaxed. 

Cuff put it succinctly when he said: 

“We'd like our firemen never to have to leave their sta- 
tions while on duty.” 


WHY NOT ANNEX 


While it was just a suggestion, the thought came up in the 
Menlo Park planning commission meeting Monday night that 
annexation of an “‘island’’ reaching into the southwestern sec- 
tion of Menlo Park might be advisable. The proposal came 
from City Attorney James T. O'Keefe Jr., after a resident of 
the unincorporated area protested a proposed rest home as not 
being desirable. 

A petition for a use permit for the home is before the 
county planning commission, which has jurisdiction. The 
Menlo Park planners agreed with the protestant and stated 
its views to the county commission. 

Save for the Menlo Oaks section, the area in question is 
the only sizable unincorporated “‘island’’ left jutting into the 
City of Menlo Park. Lying west of Olive street between Santa 
Cruz and Menlo avenues, it is nearly surrounded by Menlo Park 
boundaries which now run along three of its sides and part of 
a fourth. 

Residents might well consider the suggestion not only as a 
means of avoiding such jurisdictional matters as the one be- 
fore the planners but in the light of advantages of annexation. 
It well could come under the city government's announced de- 
sire for annexations that would help straighten out the city’s 
boundaries. 


Water 
Rates 
Discussed 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 
On October 31 there is to be a 
hearing in the city council chambers 
on the matter of the increase of 
our water rates. The public utilities 
commission of the state of California 
is conducting the hearing. Califor- 
nia Water Service Company con- 
tends that it is earning an inade- 
quate rate of return on the capital 
invested in the system and that 
a further investment is necessary 
to bring the system up to a proper 
level of operating service. 

The request for an increased rate 


.|is not confined to the Menlo Park- 


Atherton-Woodside system. Similar 
hearings have been or are scheduled 
to be held in other communities in 
which the company operates, includ- 
ing San Mateo, Bakersfield, Stock- 
ton, and, I believe, San Carlos and 
South San Francisco. 

What are the fact? Essentially 
they are that costs of all kinds 
have increased in the last decade, 
that with the growth of our area 
an ever greater percentage of the 
water served by the local system 
has been the relatively high cost 
water purchased from the San 
Francisco water department, and 
finally that the growth of the 
service area has been so great that 
much of the system must be re- 
Placed with greater capacity 
mains. 

In 1948, water consumption in 
the Bear Gulch system was more 
than double that of 1940, while the 
number of water users increased by 
80 per cent. In 1940, however, it 
was necessary for the company to 
purchase only 20 per cent of its 
water needs from San Francisco, 
with 80 per cent being obtained 
from its Bear Gulch reservoir and 
from wells. In 1948 the company 
purchased almost 70 per cent of 
its water from San Francisco with 
only 30 per cent coming from local 
sources. As a result, cost of the 
water supply increased from $20,- 
965 to $149,120. Gross revenue in- 
creased from $202,275 to $404,028. 
Thus, net after cost of water supply 
increased only from $181,310 to $254,- 
908, or by 40 per cent, while the 
number of customers served increas- 
ed 80 per cent and capital invested 
increased 50 per cent. 

In 1948 the system reported net 
income of $101,222 before deprecia- 
tion but after all taxes, as compared 
with $110,790 in 1940. The increase 
in the tax burden from $24,155 to 
$56,499 more than accounted for 
the difference. 

Earnings in 1948 were equivalent 
to 4.2 per cent on invested capital 
compared with 6.9 per cent in 1940. 
Off hand this might appear to be 
a reasonable basis for a rate in- 
crease. There are some offsetting 
considerations, however. 

The year 1948 was one of sub- 
normal runoff. While the vol- 
ume of water collected in the res- 
ervoir was 50 per cent greater than 
in the previous exceptionally dry 
year of 1947, no other year of 
the last nine (which is as far back 
as my records go) produced less 
reservior water than 1948, while 
1942 was 66 per cent higher, 1946 
was 57 per cent higher, 1943 was 
49 per cent higher, and 1941 was 
44 per cent higher. The reservior 
water is, of course very cheap 
water, and every cubic foot ob- 
tained therefrom reduces by that 
amount the required purchase of 
water from San Francisco. 

The water business is one of great 


Stability, and water companies are 
thereby enabled to obtain a large 
percentage of their capital in low 
interest cost, fixed on income se- 
curities. The rate of return they may 
earn on the rate base should in all 
equity be lower, therefore, than 
the allowance on transit, gas and 
electric properties. Certainly 5 per 
cent should be ample in the pres- 
ent low interest rate market. 

Finally, the company’s rate sched- 
ule provides for decreasing rates as 
water consumption of an individual 
consumer increases. In view -of the 
high San Francisco rates up to 
300,000 cubic feet per month, it 
seems probable that the -company’s 
rates for very large consumers are 
too low in relation to smaller con- 
Sumers, and that readjustments here 
would be in order before raising the 
entire rate schedule.
